Aden, the unhappy gateway into 
happy Arabia, is one of the foremost 
strategic point on ‘Britain's trade 
route through the Red Sea to Ind.a 
and the Far East, It was the first 
stronghold on the London-India route 
to withstand « severe attack by the 
Turks One Arabian author says of 


the country behind Aden, that coun- 
try known as Arabia Felix: 

Its inhabliants are all hale and 
strong ickne io unknown, hor are 
there polsonows plants or wunimals; 

fools, nor blind people, and the 
men are ever young; the climate is 
peradi nd one wears the 
garment sumer and winter. 
Aden however, where the British 
and Turkish ces met, enjoyy none 


of these advantages catalogued as in- 
herent in Aralbia Felix. Spread over 
its ragged hills of sun made ash and 
cinder, sweltering, gloomy and un- 
relieved ‘by vegetation,’ Aden invites 
little attention in peace times, “Aden 
is a valley surrounded ‘by the sea; its 
climate bad that it turns wine 
into vinegar in the space of ten days,” 
complained one disappvointed Arab 
traveler of the Middle Ages. 

Is Healthiul Place. 

And in the centuries since his visit 
the climate has not improved. In spite 
of the terrible heat that gathers over 
Aden's valley and elings to its low 
hills, and its eck of a good water 
supply the place maintains a reputa- 
tion of being a healthful place.
